Senator Foraker Delivers a speech Iu 
Opposition co Vest Resolution. 
W ashington, Jan. ii.—A «limax was 
reached yesterday in the debate on the 
question of expansion. which is in prog­ 
ress In the sw ale. 
Mr. Ft Baker (Ohio) 
addressed the senate in opposition to the 
declaration of the Vest resolution, that 
the United State* ha* no constitutional 
power to acquire foreign territory to be 
maintained as colonies. 
While mach of 
his speech wa* a constitutional argu­ 
ment in support of this country as a na­ 
tion to acquire and govern outlying t* r- 
ntory, he gave j articular attention to 
the utterances that have hewn made in 
contravention of that position, especial* 
ly those of Mr. Vest aud Mr. Hoar. 
He laid down the broad proposition 
that to adopt the Vest resolution was to 
declare that our fathers hail brought 
forth a nation that was inferior co all 
other nations, regard tea* of the goneial- 
iy accepted idea that one nation was 
equal to another, and all equally re­ 
stricted. 
He maintained that tin right 
to acquire territory was an inherent 
right of nationality, and that as we 
have the right to make war aud to enter 
into treaty agreements, it follows logic­ 
ally that we have the power to acquire 
tern ton* bv conquest aud to assam., the 
responsibilities that may accrue there­ 
from.

Quarrel Between Illinois M ilitia Offi­ 
cers the Cause. 
Springfield, IU*., Jan. It.—The trou­ 
bles between Captain B. M. Shaffner, 
commanding the naval militia of Illi­ 
nois, and Commander E. H. Harrison of 
the First battalion, culminated yester­ 
day in an order mustering out of service 
the entire First battalion. 
The trouble 
between those two officers began soon 
after the appointment of Captain Shaff­ 
ner when he called upon Commander 
Harrison to turn over to him certain 
property of the naval militia, which the 
latter refund to do. 
For this Com­ 
mander Harrison wa* court martial od 
and punished by a reprimand and sus- 
pension from duty and of pay for 80 
days. 
No sooner was ho reinstated, it 
is alleged, than he was guilty of other 
acts of insubordination and opposition to 
his superior officers, and so persistent 
was he that the entire battalion seemed 
to lost' all interest in the organization.

Americans who are baying books In 
small quantities or are remitting dues 
to the treasurers of English societies of 
which they happen to be members occa­ 
sionally receive a printed or written re­ 
quest to uar> a "crossed” order when 
sending money. At first they are likely 
to btl mystified by the phrase. 
Even if 
inquiry is made at the postoffice in this 
country it is quite possible that no sat­ 
isfactory explanation will be obtainable. 
Tho rem itting party will ascertain, 
though, that American postoffloos do not 
issue "crossed” orders, 
The term In question refers to two 
linos drawn with a pen from tho top to 
the bottom of a postal order on its faoe 
noar the middle and an Inch or two 
apart That treatment of a money order 
will prevent payment of it to any one 
but a banker, aud if, as is sometimes 
done, the name of some particular bank 
is written in the space between the 
lines the order will be paid only to that 
Institution, 
It is not necessary to use 
any words in addition to the name of 
the bauk. No explicit prohibition is re­ 
quired. The mere crossing of the order 
is a well understood signal to the Brit­ 
ish postal authorities, for, while the 
custom is comparatively unfamiliar to 
pimple on this side of the Atlantic, it is 
common onougb in the United King­ 
dom. 
When an American remits money in 
this manner, he crosses his order him­ 
self, but in several foreign countries the 
postoffice does not give the order to the 
sender, but transmits it directly to the 
paying office. 
The person who remits 
merely sends notice to the right person 
to RO to the postoffice and apply for the 
money. 
Where this usage prevails the 
postoffice issues a crossed order because 
the sender cannot cross tho order him­ 
self. Such is the practice, for instance, 
in Germany, 
Belgium, Austria and 
Italy.—New York Tribune.

Stoves are not used to any extent by 
the native Koreans. Tho Korean meth­ 
od of heating is excellently adapted to 
their resources and conditions. In build­ 
ing their houses they lay down a sys­ 
tem of flues where the floor is to be. 
These flues begin at a fireplace, which 
is usually placed in an outer shed or 
connecting dosed alleyway. 
From this fireplace the flues extend 
in a more or less curved direction, like 
the ribs of a round fan, to a trench at 
the rear of the room, which in turn 
opens into a chimney, whioh is usually 
placed some distance from the house. 
Flat flagstones are then placed carefully 
over these flues, and the whole is ce­ 
mented over and finally covered with a 
thick oil pnper, for whioh the country 
is noted. 
This paper keeps smoke from 
entering the room, and a little straw or 
brushwood, used in the fireplace for 
cooking the rice, serves to heat the 
stone floor aud gives an agreeable 
warmth, which lasts till the time of the 
next meal. 
Two beatings daily tend to give the 
people a nice warm floor, upon which 
they sit in the daytime aud sleep at 
night. 
By leaving their shoes at the 
door the inmates preserve the paper 
floor, which from constant polishing 
takes on a rich brown color.—New 
York Press.

Sydney Smith was a political reform­ 
er and one of the foremost men of let 
h rs of ii is time, but he is rememliered 
Chiefly as a humorist who could enliven 
a dinner table with his w it 
Like other 
wise men who have a talent for making 
people laugh, he was jealous of ins 
reputation for good sense. 
When he reprinted his essays from 
the Edinburgh Review, his object, giv­ 
en in his own words, was "to show, if 
I could, that I had not passed my life 
merely In making jokes, but that I had 
made use of whatever lilt lo powers of 
pleasantry I m ight be < ndowed with to 
discountenance bad aud to encourage 
liberal and wise principles." In this 
object he failed His public services and 
wisdom hart been forgotten 
His jokes 
are remembered. 
His account of Dame Partington, who 
lived upon t he beach at I allmouth aud 
who was seen cia. tug a violent st *rm 
trundling lier mop, squeezing out the 
sea water aud vigorously pusJiing away 
the Atlantic ocean, is a household story 
which every one knows 
The circum­ 
stances in which it was told and the 
effect produced by it have passed out of 
miud. 
It was at the end of a long agitation 
for political reform in England when 
the house of lords had thrown out the 
great measure of Lord John Russell, 
which had been carried through tile 
commons. Sydney Smith, the political 
parson who liad been advocating Lib­ 
eral principles and reform measures for 
many years, told this story at a politi­ 
cal meeting in Taunton, 
at which 
speeches were made protesting against 
the action of the lords. 
It caught the 
public fancy, and w ithin a week every- 
body In England was laughing over it. 
Mrs. Partington’s mop battle w ith the 
tempest tossed Atlantic portrayed tile 
lords' futile struggle w ith English pub­ 
lic opinion. That funny story w as-prob­ 
ably more effective than the most elo­ 
quent argument in disarm ing mobs, 
preventing a breach of the peace and 
converting hostility to the lords into 
good natured contempt. “ The Atlantic 
ocean beat Mrs, Partington. ” 
During the 60 years which preceded 
the Victorian reign Sydney Smith was 
almost the only prominent English 
clergyman who was Interested in re­ 
form movements, and in his writings 
for the Edinburgh Review he succeeded 
by his w it in presenting the dullest ar­ 
gument w ith freshness and force.

"C ycling exercise, first of all, in- 
creases the depth of breathing, and that 
without 
fatigue, 
as tho respiratory 
movements are automatic. At the same 
time it will accustom tho rider instinct­ 
ively to take in at each respiration the 
volume of air required to aerate the 
blood. 
Persons who do not care for cy. j 
cling ont of doors can take the same 
kind of exerc ise at home by means of a 
dummy cycle, consisting* of an iron 
wheel driven by pedals, the resistance 
of the wheel being bo contrived as to 
simulate bicycle riding. A strap carried 
partly around tho rim of the wheel can 
be tightened at will by tho rider, thus 
increasing the labor aud recalling the 
effort of riding up hill. 
My experience 
of the results of this treatm ent is unfor­ 
tunately limited to only one person. In 
tiffs case it has proved eminently suc­ 
cessful. This person took to bicycle rid­ 
ing three years ago for pleasure and Ii 
very great moderation for the first two 
years.
